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PREFACE 

This  is  one  of  a  series  of  seven  volumes  presenting  final  results  of  the  1948  Census  of  Business  for  Retail,  Wholesale, 
and  Service  Trades.  Statistics  for  the  Service  Trades  are  contained  in  two  volumes:  Volume  VI,  General  Statistics, 
and  this  volume  on  Area  Statistics.  The  Census,  which  was  conducted  by  personal  canvass  of  business  establishments, 
was  taken  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  19,  1948  (62  Stat.  478;  13  U.  S.  C.  121-123).  This 
act  provides  for  a  census  of  business  to  cover  the  year  1948  and  every  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous  business  censuses 
covered  the  years  1929,  1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Important  factors  in  the  conduct  of  the  1948  Census  of  Business  were  the  assistance  of  many  private  and  public 
organizations  in  the  planning  phase  of  the  census  and  the  excellent  cooperation  of  some  3  million  business  establishments 
in  supplying  the  information  required,  as  well  as  the  work  of  the  several  thousand  census  employees  who  participated 
in  the  field  enumeration,  editing,  tabulation,  and  other  census  operations. 

The  advice  of  trade  associations,  individual  businessmen,  research  and  marketing  organizations,  and  Government 
agencies  was  invaluable  in  determining  the  feasibility  of  collecting  various  types  of  data  and  the  methods  for  minimizing 
the  burden  of  reporting,  as  well  as  in  determining  the  types  of  information  which  would  be  of  greatest  value.  Because 
of  budgetary  and  other  limitations,  it  was  not  possible  to  collect  all  of  the  data  recommended  by  these  groups.  The 
timely  publicity  given  to  the  business  census  by  business  organizations,  trade  papers,  local  newspapers,  and  radio 
stations  aided  greatly  in  informing  businessmen  of  the  nature  and  objectives  of  the  census  and  facilitated  the  collection 
of  census  reports. 

The  primary  responsibility  for  the  1948  Census  of  Business  was  centered  in  the  Business  Division  of  the  Census 
Bureau.  Other  Divisions  of  the  Bureau,  particularly  the  Field  Division  and  the  Machine  Tabulation  Division,  also 
had  important  functions  in  the  census. 

The  business  census  was  taken  under  the  supervision  of  William  C.  Truppner,  Chief  of  the  Business  Division. 
Major  contributions  to  the  planning  of  the  1948  Census  of  Business  were  made  by  William  A.  Ruff,  Assistant  Chief, 
who  retired  January  1,  1948,  and  Earl  D.  Krickbaum,  Chief  of  the  Procedures  and  Processing  Section  until  November 
1,  1948. 

The  following  personnel  in  the  Business  Division  had  important  responsibilities  in  the  census: 

Harvey  Kailin  was  Assistant  Chief,  Program  Branch.  Louis  Greenberg  was  responsible  for  review  of  all  text 
material  and  table  forms,  and  assisted  on  publication  problems. 

Max  A.  Bershad  was  Chief  of  the  Statistical  Methods  Section.  Henry  Wulff,  in  charge  of  Quality  Control,  worked 
on  field  enumerating  techniques,  and  office  editing  and  tabulating  procedures.  Aaron  Sabghir,  in  charge  of  Sampling 
Techniques,  worked  on  the  post-enumeration  survey  and  measures  of  census  coverage  and  accuracy. 

Ralph  C.  Janoschka  was  Chief  of  the  Service  Trade  Section  and  Marguerite  V.  Schneeberger  was  Assistant  Chief. 
Members  of  the  Service  Trade  Section  chiefly  responsible  for  preparing  text  and  handling  technical  problems  in  the 
processing  of  reports  and  tabulations  were  W.  Richard  Boyce,  Samuel  Schechter,  Joseph  Berg,  and  Florence  Butt. 

M.  D.  Bingham  was  Chief  of  the  Procedures  and  Processing  Section,  and  Louis  Greenberg  was  Assistant  Chief. 
Richard  S.  McCurdy,  succeeded  by  R.  M.  Micoly  in  July  1949,  and  assisted  by  Jervis  Braunstein,  was  in  charge  of  the 
Directory  Subsection,  responsible  for  receiving  report  forms  and  the  handling  of  special  problems  connected  with 
multiunit  firms.  Katrina  C.  Morse,  succeeded  by  Emerson  Tubbs  in  July  1950,  was  Chief  of  the  Service  Trade  Process- 
ing Subsection,  and  was  in  charge  of  editing,  coding,  and  tabulating  Service  Trade  reports.

INTRODUCTION 


Scope  of  the  census  and  area  covered.— The  1948 
Census  of  Business  covers  Retail,  Wholesale,  and  Service 
Trades.  Retail  and  Wholesale  Trades  in  the  Business 
Census  correspond  with  minor  exceptions  to  these  Trade 
Divisions  as  described  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classi- 
fication Manual,  issued  May  1949,  under  the  sponsorship 
of  the  division  of  Statistical  Standards,  Bureau  of  the 
Budget.  The  portion  of  the  Service  Division  of  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual  covered  by 
the  census  is  indicated  below  in ' '  Scope  of  Service  Trade . ' ' 
All  previous  Business  Censuses  covered  Retail  and 
Wholesale  Trades;  Service  Trades  were  first  enumerated 
in  the  1933  Census. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  includes  business  estab- 
lishments located  in  Continental  United  States  and  the 
Territories  of  Alaska  and  Hawaii.  Data  for  Puerto 
Rico,  obtained  in  a  Census  of  Business  for  1949,  are 
published  separately.  The  1939  Business  Census  cov- 
ered the  same  areas  as  the  1948  Census,  and,  in  addition, 
Puerto  Rico.  All  earlier  Business  Censuses  were  con- 
ducted only  in  Continental  United  States. 

Period  covered  by  the  census. — The  1948  Census  of 
Business  is  basically  a  report  of  business  activity  in  the 
calendar  year  1948.  However,  the  relatively  small  pro- 
portion of  establishments  which  maintained  their  records 
on  a  fiscal  year  basis  and  were  unable  to  report  on  a 
calendar  year  basis,  were  permitted  to  use  a  fiscal  year 
ending  between  September  30,  1948,  and  March  31,  1949. 
In  a  very  few  cases,  reports  were  accepted  for  fiscal  years 
not  falling  within  this  range.  Regardless  of  the  fiscal 
year  used,  all  establishments  were  required  to  report 
employment  and  pay  roll  (except  annual  pay  roll)  for 
the  pay  periods  specified  on  the  report  forms. 

Method  of  canvass. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  was 
conducted  primarily  by  means  of  field  enumeration, 
although  advance  inquiries  were  made  by  mail  to  clarify 
the  reporting  of  large  multiunit  organizations.  For  pur- 
poses of  enumeration,  308  Census  field  offices  were  estab- 
lished with  jurisdiction  over  the  some  37,000  enumeration 
districts  into  which  the  Nation  had  been  divided.  Trained 
enumerators  were  assigned  areas  consisting  of  one  or 
more  enumeration  districts.  A  more  complete  descrip- 
tion of  enumeration  procedures,  including  controls  on 
and  measures  of  the  coverage  of  business  establishments, 
is  contained  in  1948  Census  of  Business,  Volume  I, 
Retail  Trade;  Volume  IV,  Wholesale  Trade;  and  Volume 
VI,  Service  Trade. 

Scope  of  Service  Trade. — The  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  (S.  I.  C.)  Manual  describes  the  Services 
Division  as  including  "establishments  primarily  engaged 


in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to  individuals  and 
business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major  groups  in- 
cluded in  this  division,  the  scope  of  the  1948  Census  of 
Business  includes  the  following  5  S.  I.  C.  major  groups, 
essentially  in  their  entirety: 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services. 

75.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion  pictures. 

Of  the  S.  I.  C.  Major  Group  70,  "Hotels,  rooming 
houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging  places,"  the  Business 
Census  includes  only  hotels  having  six  or  more  guest 
rooms  and  tourist  courts  having  three  or  more  rental 
units.  Of  the  S.  I.  C.  Major  Group  78,  "Motion  pic- 
tures," the  Service  Trade  portion  of  the  Business  Census 
includes  only  Industry  7831,  "Motion  picture  theaters." 

The  following  major  groups  of  the  Services  Division, 
as  presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of 
this  Census: 

77.  Radio   broadcasting    (including   facsimile    broadcasting) 

and  television.

Comparison  of  1948  and  1939  Service  Trade  scope. — 

The  most  significant  changes  in  scope  of  the  Service 
phase  of  the  Census  of  Business  for  1948  from  the  scope 
of  the  1939  Census  are  exclusion  (in  whole  or  in  substan- 
tial part)  of  the  1939  Census  groups  entitled  "Services 
allied  to  transportation"  and  "Custom  industries" 
(including  small  manufacturing  plants).  Figures  for 
1939,  as  presented  in  this  volume,  have  been  adjusted  to 
reflect  these  changes.  Following  is  a  list  of  the  kinds  of 
business  in  the  1939  Business  Census  which  have  been 
omitted  from  the  1948  Census:

In  addition  to  these  omissions,  a  limited  number  of 
changes  in  definitions  for  individual  kinds  of  business 
have  been  made  between  1939  and  1948.  These  changes 
are  described  fully  in  the  descriptions  of  the  kind-of- 
business  classifications  shown  in  appendix  A.  Appendix 
B  summarizes  the  comparisons  between  the  1948  classi- 
fications and  the  corresponding  1939  classifications. 

Establishment  basis  of  the  census,  and  kind-of- 
business  classification. — Census  of  Business  figures 
represent  a  summary  of  reports  for  individual  "estab- 
lishments" rather  than  for  the  combined  activities  of 
"companies."  A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each 
location  at  which  business  was  conducted,  including  each 
location  of  multiunit  organizations.  Each  report  was 
tabulated  in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  of  the 
establishment.  In  addition  to  being  classified  on  the 
basis  of  location,  the  report  for  each  establishment  was 
assigned  a  kind-of-business  classification  on  the  basis  of 
the  primary  activity  of  the  establishment  during  the 
census  year.  See  appendix  A  for  further  explanation  and 
listing  of  kind-of-business  classifications. 

Report  forms. — Five  report  forms  were  used  for 
enumerating  Service  Trade  establishments.  These  were 
required  because  of  the  diversity  of  kinds  of  business 
included  in  this  field.  While,  in  most  kinds  of  business, 
establishments  were  able  to  report  on  the  general  form 
(BC-40),  special  forms  were  designed  for  Hotels  and 
Tourist  Courts  (BC-41),  establishments  in  the  Amuse- 
ment field  (BC-42),  Automobile  Kepair  Services  and 
Garages  (BC-43),  and  Laundries,  Cleaning  and  Dyeing 
Plants,  and  Related  Services  (BC-47).  Copies  of  these 
forms  will  be  found  in  appendix  D. 

Statistics  for  the  Service  Trades. — The  statistics  con- 
tained in  this  volume  previously  have  been  published  in  a 
series  of  Service  Trade  Area  Bulletins  consisting  of  a 
separate  Bulletin  for  each  State  and  the  District  of 
Columbia,  combined  Service-Retail- Wholesale  Bulletins 


for  the  Territories  of  Alaska  and  Hawaii,  and  a  United 
States  Summary  Bulletin.  The  number  of  kinds  of 
business  for  which  data  are  published  varies  with  the  size 
of  the  area,  measured  in  terms  of  number  of  establish- 
ments, for  which  the  data  are  presented.  In  addition, 
information  is  limited  by  provisions  of  Census  Law  which 
are  directed  at  preventing  disclosure  of  figures  for 
individual  businesses. 

Greatest  kind-of-business  detail  is  provided  for  the 
United  States,  geographic  divisions,  States,  and  the 
large  standard  metropolitan  areas.  Data  for  major 
groupings  of  service  trades,  and  for  certain  individual 
trades,  are  shown  for  each  city  and  county  with  400 
establishments  or  more  and  the  smaller  standard  metro- 
politan areas.  Data  for  major  service  trade  groups  only 
(except  Tourist  Courts)  are  shown  for  all  counties  and 
for  cities  of  2,500  inhabitants  or  more.  Tourist  Court 
data  are  shown  only  for  States,  counties,  and  metro- 
politan areas.  The  statistical  material  contained  in  this 
volume  is  limited  to  basic  information  on  number  of 
establishments,  receipts,  pay  roll,  employees,  proprietors, 
unpaid  family  workers,  number  of  hotel  guest  rooms, 
and  number  of  tourist  court  rental  units,  all  presented 
by  area  and  kind  of  business. 

Information  on  a  number  of  additional  subjects  is 
presented  in  other  Census  of  Business  volumes.  Con- 
tents of  these  volumes  are  listed  on  page  vi. 

Standard  metropolitan  areas. — In  addition  to  States, 
counties,  and  cities,  Census  of  Business  statistics  are 
presented  for  standard  metropolitan  areas.  These  are 
areas  which  have  been  defined  and  established  coop- 
eratively by  a  number  of  interested  Federal  agencies 
under  the  direction  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for 
purposes  of  compilation  and  presentation  of  a  wide 
variety  of  statistical  data  on  a  uniform  area  basis. 

The  general  concept  adopted  in  defining  a  standard 
metropolitan  area  was  one  of  an  integrated  economic 
unit  with  a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communica- 
tion between  a  central  city  and  the  outlying  parts  of 
the  area.  This  resulted  in  an  area  considerably  more 
restricted,  especially  for  the  larger  cities,  than  the 
market  or  trading  area.  Each  area  (except  in  New 
England)  consists  of  one  or  more  entire  counties.  In 
New  England,  metropolitan  areas  have  been  defined  on 
a  town  rather  than  on  a  county  basis.  A  complete 
statement  of  the  principles  adopted  as  a  guide  in  applying 
this  general  concept  to  the  definition  of  individual  areas 
mil  be  found  in  a  document  issued  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget,  Executive  Office  of  the  President,  dated 
July  28,  1950,  entitled  "Standard  Metropolitan  Area 
Definitions." 

The  147  standard  metropolitan  areas  for  which  1948 
Census  of  Business  data  are  included  in  the  Area  Statis- 
tics Volumes  are  those  defined  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Budget  as  of  June  5,  1950,  on  the  basis  of  1950  population 
statistics  available  at  that  time.  Subsequent  to  the 
preparation  of  Census  of  Business  tabulations,  the  list 
of  metropolitan  areas  was  increased  to  168  areas.  The 
list  of  147  standard  metropolitan  areas  included  in  the 


Census  of  Business  and  the  description  of  the  territory 
which  they  cover  will  be  found  on  page  0.57.  These 
areas  are  also  shown  in  the  map  on  page  xiv. 

Cities  of  2,500  inhabitants  or  more. — The  cities  in- 
cluded in  tables  103A,  103B,  and  103C  "Counties  and 
Cities  With  2,500  Inhabitants  or  More"  were  based  on 
unofficial  population  figures  and  will  differ  slightly  from 
the  list  as  determined  by  the  final  1950  Census  of 
Population,  which  was  not  available  in  time  for  use  for 


1948  Census  of  Business  purposes.  Some  cities  which 
had  2,500  inhabitants  or  more  were  not  included  in  the 
above  tables,  while  a  few  which  had  less  than  2,500 
inhabitants  have  been  included.  A  review  of  official 
preliminary  1950  population  figures,  available  at  the  time 
of  publication  of  this  volume,  permitted  preparation  of 
a  list  of  those  cities  of  2,500  inhabitants  or  more  which 
were  not  included  in  the  tables.  Appendix  C  fists  these 
cities. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 


Establishments. — Service  establishments,  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  and  places  of  amusement  are  defined  as 
places  of  business  for  which  services  provide  the  primary 
source  of  receipts.  Each  unit  of  a  multiunit  organization 
is  considered  a  separate  establishment.  Service  con- 
cessions, operated  independently  in  connection  with 
other  businesses,  are  classified  as  separate  estabhshments. 

All  establishments,  as  defined  above,  were  enumerated, 
regardless  of  size,  but  those  reporting  a  full  year's 
operations  with  receipts  amounting  to  less  than  $500 
were  omitted.  In  1939,  the  corresponding  figure  was 
$100. 

The  number  of  establishments  in  any  kind-of-business 
classification  does  not  necessarily  equal  the  total  number 
engaged  in  the  activity  specified,  since  each  establish- 
ment is  classified  on  the  basis  of  its  major  activity. 

Guest  rooms  (hotels). — The  number  of  hotel  guest 
rooms  consists  of  the  total  number  of  separate  rooms 
(transient  and  residential)  as  of  December  31,  1948. 
Suites  of  rooms  were  not  counted  as  units,  but  as  indi- 
vidual rooms  (e.  g.,  a  three-room  suite  was  counted  as 
three  rooms) . 

Rental  units  (tourist  courts). — Consists  of  the  number 
of  rooms,  apartments,  single  cabins,  or  other  rental 
units.  The  number  of  rental  units  is  not  to  be  confused 
with  the  number  of  cabins,  which  would  be  considerably 
less. 

Receipts. — This  item  consists  of  receipts  during  1948 
for  services  to  customers,  and  also  includes  receipts 
from  the  sale  of  merchandise,  receipts  from  sale  of  meals 
and  from  fountain  service,  and  receipts  from  related 
activities.  Receipts  do  not  include  amounts  not  received 
from  customers,  such  as  income  from  investments, 
rental  of  real  estate,  etc.,  nor  local  and  State  sales 
taxes  or  Federal  excise  taxes  collected  by  the  establish- 
ment directly  from  customers,  and  paid  directly  to  the 
local,  State,  or  Federal  taxing  agency.  Gasoline, 
liquor,  tobacco,  and  those  other  excise  taxes  which  are 
paid  by  the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed 
along    to    the    reporting    establishment    are    included. 

Service  establishments  such  as  credit  and  collection 
agencies,  interior  decorators,  auctioneers,  and  printing 
brokers  transfer  monies  or  merchandise  incidental  to 
the  service  they  provide.  Only  service  charges  are 
included  in  service  receipts.  Receipts  of  advertising 
agencies  exclude  media   costs. 


Taxes  (amusements). — Consists  of  Federal,  State, 
and  local  amusement,  sales,  and  excise  taxes  collected 
directly  from  the  customer  and  paid  directly  to  the 
taxing  agency. 

Pay  roll. — Consists  of  all  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  and  bonuses)  paid  during  the 
specified  period  to  all  employees.  For  corporations, 
it  includes  amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives;  it 
does  not  include  compensation  for  proprietors  or  firm 
members  of  unincorporated  businesses.  Pay  roll  is 
reported  before  deduction  for  social  security,  income 
tax  withholding,  insurance,  dues,  etc. 

Pay  roll — entire  year. — All  amounts  paid  during  the 
census  year  to   employees  are  included  in  this  item. 

Pay  roll — specified  workweeks. — Includes  all  amounts 
paid  to  employees  on  pay  rolls  for  the  workweek  ending 
nearest  March  15,  July  15,  and  November  15.  Pro- 
vision was  made  for  reporting  pay  roll  adjusted  to  the 
workweek,  where  the  pay  period  was  on  other  than  a 
workweek  basis,  and  for  reporting,  on  a  workweek 
basis,  commission  and  bonus  payments.  However, 
for  some  establishments  annual  payroll  included 
amounts  not  allocated  to  weekly  payrolls.  Full  work- 
week pay  rolls  consists  of  pay  received  for  the  specified 
pay  periods  by  employees  defined  below  as  "Full  work- 
week employees." 

Active  proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses. — 
Consists  of  j§|Wners  [orl'partners  of  unincorporated 
businesses,  who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time 
to  operation  of  the  business  during  November   1948. 

Unpaid  family  workers  of  unincorporated  businesses, 
November. — Unpaid  family  workers  consists  of  the 
number  of  family  members  (wives,  sons,  daughters,  etc.) 
who  worked  in  the  business  during  November  1948, 
but  who  were  not  paid  a  wage  or  salary.  Family 
workers  paid  a  wage  or  salary  are  included  in  the  count 
of  employees  and  their  compensation  included  in  pay  roll. 

Paid  employees. — Paid  employees  consists  of  all 
employees,  including  salaried  officers  and  executives 
of  corporations,  who  were  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  specified 
workweek. 

Full  workweek  employees. — Full  workweek  employees 
are  employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal,  who,  for  the 
specified  pay  period,  were  paid  for  working  at  least 
the  number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a  week  by 
employees   of   the   reporting   establishment.

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APPENDIX  A 


KIND-OF-BUSINESS  CLASSIFICATIONS 


Each  establishment  was  assigned  a  kind-of -business  clas- 
sification based  on  its  major  activity  during  the  census 
year.  The  kinds  of  business  described  below  are  arranged 
by  major  groups. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  those  kinds  of  business 
in  which  classification  changes  have  been  made  between  the 
1939  and  the  194-8  censuses,  and  in  the  few  minor  differ- 
ences between  definitions  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Clas- 
sification and  Census  definitions. 


PERSONAL,  BUSINESS,  AND  REPAIR  SERVICES 

Personal  Services 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  primarily  en- 
gaged in  providing  services  generally  involving  the  care 
of  the  person  or  his  apparel,  such  as  barber  and  beauty, 
shops,  cleaning  and  dyeing  plants,  laundries,  photographic 
studios,  and  pressing  and  garment  repair  shops.  The  kinds 
of  business  classified  within  this  group  are  essentially 
the  same  as  those  included  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  of  Personal  Services,  Major  Group  72. 

Barber  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  barber 
services,  with  the  exception  of  those  shops  owned  by  an- 
other business,  and  operated  as  a  part  of  that  business, 
such  as  a  retail  store  or  hotel.  However,  barber  shop  con- 
cessions (owned  and  operated  independently),  except  con- 
cessions on  trains  and  steamships,  are  included  in  this 
classification.  Barber  colleges  are  also  included,  pro- 
viding a  charge  is  made  for  services  rendered  by  the  stu- 
dents to  the  public.  (The  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion includes  all  barber  colleges,  regardless  of  whether 
or  not  service  fees  are  charged.)  In  the  1939  census,  in- 
dependent operators  renting  space  from  a  barber  shop  pro- 
prietor were  included  as  separate  establishments.  In  the 
194-8  census  such  operators  were  treated  as  employees  of 
the  individual  shop  from  which  space  was  rented,  and  the 
entire  operations  of  the  shop  were  reported  as  a  single 
establishment. 


Beauty  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  beauty 
services,  with  the  exception  of  those  shops  owned  by  an- 
other business,  and  operated  as  a  part  of  that  business, 
such  as  a  department  store, women' s  ready-to-wear  store,  or 
hotel.  However,  beauty  shop  concessions  (owned  and  operat- 
ed independently)  in  retail  stores  or  hotels  are  included. 
Schools  for  the  instruction  of  beauty  shop  operators  are 
also  included, providing  a  charge  is  made  for  services  ren- 
dered by  the  students  to  the  public.  (The  Standard  Indus- 
trial Classification  includes  all  beauty  schools,  regard- 
less of  whether  or  not  service  fees  are  charged.)  In  the 
1939  census,  independent  operators  renting  space  from  a 
beauty  shop  proprietor  were  included  as  separate  estab- 
lishments. In  the  1948  census,  such  operators  were  treated 
as  employees  of  the  individual  shop  from  which  space  was 
rented,  and  the  entire  operations  of  the  shop  were  report- 
ed as  a  single  establishment. 

Barber  and  beauty  shops  combined 

Establishments  which  combine  the  functions  of  a  barber 
shop  and  a  beauty  shop  at  the  same  site.  As  in  the  case 
of  barber  shops  and  beauty  shops,  the  1939  census  included 
independent  operators  renting  space  from  a  shop  proprietor 
as  separate  establishments.  In  the  1948  census,  such  oper- 
ators were  treated  as  employees  of  the  individual  shop 
from  which  space  was  rented,  and  the  entire  operations  of 
the  shop  were  reported  as  a  single  establishment. 


Cleaning,  dyeing  plants,  except  rug  cleaning 

Plants  primarily  engaged  in  dry  cleaning  and  dyeing  ap- 
parel and  household  fabrics.  Statistics  for  establish- 
ments primarily  engaged  in  rug  cleaning  are  included  in 
the  classification,  "Rug  cleaning  and  repairing  plants." 
The  operations  of  collecting  and  distributing  units  (branch 
outlets)  owned  and  operated  by  cleaning  and  dyeing  plants 
were  included  in  the  plant  reports.  Establishments  gener- 
ally known  as  "tailor  shops"  or  "cleaners"  are  included  in 
this  classification  only  if  they  operate  their  own  clean- 
ing plants  or  units.  (The  Standard  Industrial  Classifi- 
cation includes  establishments  engaged  in  dry  cleaning  and 
dyeing  apparel  and  household  fabrics  other  than  rugs, which 
also  do  laundry  work,  in  "Power  laundries.") 

Rug  cleaning,  repairing  plants 

Plants  primarily  engaged  in  rug  cleaning,  or  in  rug 
cleaning  and  repairing.  Establishments  doing  repairing 
only  are  not  included  in  this  classification  but  are  clas- 
sified in  "Other  repair  shops." 

Funeral  service 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  preparing  the  dead 
for  burial  and  conducting  funerals.  Funeral  service, 
particularly  in  rural  areas,  is  frequently  reported  in 
connection  with  retail  furniture  establishments,  or  with 
other  retail  activities.  Every  attempt  was  made  to  clas- 
sify such  reports  accurately,  and  to  include  as  service 
establishments  only  those  places  of  business  primarily 
engaged  in  conducting  funeral  services.  All  revenue  from 
the  sale  of  caskets,  burial  clothing,  etc.,  is  included  in 
service  receipts  rather  than  in  sales  of  merchandise. 

Power  laundries 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  operating  mechanical 
laundries  with  steam  or  other  power.  Laundries  included 
in  this  classification  may  perform  cleaning  and  dyeing 
operations  in  conjunction  with  their  major  laundry  oper- 
ations. (The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  includes 
in  this  kind-of-business,  establishments  engaged  in  dry 
cleaning  and  dyeing  apparel  and  household  fabrics  other 
than  rugs,  which  also  do  laundry  work.)  Collecting  and 
distributing  units  (branch  outlets)  owned  and  operated  by 
power  laundries,  and  industrial  laundries,  are  also  includ- 
ed in  this  classification. 

Linen  supply  service 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  supplying  to  indus- 
trial or  household  users  such  laundered  linens  as  uni- 
forms, aprons,  table  covers,  and  towels.  Establishments 
included  in  this  classification  may  or  may  not  operate 
their  own  power  laundry  facilities.  This  classification 
does  not  include  industrial  laundries;  they  are  included 
in  the  classification  "Power  laundries." 

Diaper  service 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  supplying  diapers 
and  other  baby  linens  to  homes.  Such  establishments  may 
or  may  not  operate  their  own  power  laundry  facilities.  In 
the  1939  census,  diaper  service  establishments  were  not 
separately  classified,  but  were  included  in  the  classifi- 
cation "Linen  supply  service." 

Laundries  (except  power) 

Establishments  such  as  "French,"  "Chinese,"  and  other 
laundries  designating  themselves  as  hand  laundries,  pri- 
marily engaged  in  furnishing  laundry  services.  Many  of 
these  establishments  use  some  power-driven  equipment,  but 
not  of  the  industrial  type. 
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Photographic  studios  (except  commercial  photography) 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  portrait  photography 
for  the  general  public.  Street  photographers  who  have  no 
established  place  of  business  are  not  included  in  this 
classification.  Service  establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  film  developing  or  print  processing  are  classified  as 
"Photo-finishing  laboratories."  In  the  1939  census, 
portrait  and  commercial  photography  were  combined  in  the 
one  classification  "Photographic  studios";  in  the  194-8 
census,  they  are  classified  separately. 


Commercial  photography 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  photography  for 
advertising  agencies,  publishers,  and  other  industrial 
users.  Service  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  film 
developing  or  print  processing  are  classified  as  "Photo- 
finishing  laboratories."  In  the  1939  census,  commercial 
and  portrait  photography  were  combined  in  the  one  classi- 
fication "Photographic  studios";  in  the  194-8  census,  they 
are  classified  separately. 

Pressing,  alteration,  garment  repair  shops  (except  fur) 

Shops  primarily  engaged  in  pressing,  repairing,  and 
altering  clothing  (except  furs)  for  individuals.  Valet 
shops  and  establishments  which  may  be  known  as  "Tailor 
shops,"  primarily  engaged  in  garment  pressing  and  alter- 
ation, are  included  in  this  classification,  but  custom 
tailors  are  classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Establishments 
known  as  "cleaners"  which  do  no  dry  cleaning  but  have  their 
cleaning  done  for  them  by  cleaning  and  dyeing  plants  and 
independently  operated  collecting  and  distributing  agen- 
cies serving  cleaning  and  dyeing  plants  or  power  laundries 
are  also  included. 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  doing  hemstitching, 
buttonholing,  pleating,  stitching,  tucking,  and  reweaving 
for  individuals  are  classified  in  "Other  miscellaneous 
personal  services,  n.e.c." 

Fur  repair  and  storage  shops 


Shops  primarily  engaged  in  fur  repairing  and  fur  storage 
for  individuals.  Fur  shops  primarily  engaged  in  the  sale 
of  merchandise  from  stock,  or  in  making  fur  apparel  to 
custom  order,  are  classified  in  Retail  Trade. 

Shoe  repair 


Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  repairing  footwear. 
Shoe  repair  departments  conducted  in  connection  with  other 
service  establishments  (such  as  valet  shops,  laundries,  and 
cleaning  and  dyeing  plants),  or  with  retail  establishments 
(such  as  shoe  stores  and  department  stores)  are  not  in- 
cluded in  this  classification, unless  independently  operat- 
ed as  leased  departments  or  concessions. 

Shoe  shine  parlors 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  shining  shoes.  Shoe 
shine  departments  of  shoe  repair  shops,  valet  shops,  and 
other  service  or  retail  establishments  are  not  included  in 
this  classification,  unless  independently  operated  as 
leased  departments  or  concessions. 

Hat  cleaning  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  cleaning  and  block- 
ing hats.  Hat  cleaning  departments  of  shoe  shine  parlors, 
valet  shops, and  other  service  or  retail  establishments  are 
not  included  in  this  classification,  unless  independently 
operated  as  leased  departments  or  concessions. 


dering  machines  in  apartment  houses  are  classified  in 
"Other  miscellaneous  personal  services,  n.e.c."  Estab- 
lishments which  rent  machines,  generally  to  apartment 
houses, are  classified  in  "Coin-operated  machine  rental  and 
repair  services."  In  the  1939  census,  self-service  laun- 
dries were  not  classified  separately,  but  were  included  in 
"Other  personal  services." 

Costume  and  dress  suit  rental  agencies 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  rental  of  cos- 
tumes and  accessories  for  costume  balls,  etc.,  and/or  in 
the  rental  of  tuxedos  or  formal  attire  for  men  and  women. 
(These  establishments  are  not  classified  separately  in  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification,  but  are  included  in 
"Miscellaneous  personal  services,  n.e.c") 

Turkish  baths,  massage  parlors 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  steam 
baths  and  massage  services.  Operations  of  this  type,  con- 
ducted in  connection  with  other  businesses  (such  as  sani- 
tariums and  hotels),  are  not  included  in  this  classifica- 
tion, unless  independently  operated  as  leased  departments 
or  concessions. 

Other  miscellaneous  personal  services,  n.e.c. 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing  personal 
services,  not  elsewhere  classified  (such  as  curtain  clean- 
ing and  repair  shops,  locker  rental, manicuring  concessions, 
porter  service,  reducing  salons,  rug  cleaning  agencies, 
scalp  treatment  establishments,  shopping  service,  social 
escort  service, etc. )  for  which  data  are  not  presented  sep- 
arately because  of  their  limited  numbers.  The  rental  of 
cold  storage  lockers  is  not  included  in  the  Census  of 
Business. 


Business  Services 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  primarily  en- 
gaged in  rendering  services,  not  elsewhere  classified,  to 
business  enterprises  on  a  fee  or  contract  basis.  The  kinds 
of  business  classified  within  this  group  by  the  194-8  Census 
of  Business  are  the  same  as  those  included  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  of  Miscellaneous  Business  Serv- 
ices, Major  Group  73,  with  the  exception  of  Accounting, 
Auditing,  and  Bookkeeping  Services,  Group  737,  which  are 
not  included  in  the  Census  of  Business. 

Advertising  agencies 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  contracting  for 
space  in  magazines,  newspapers,  periodicals;  for  radio 
time;  or  other  advertising  media;  and  placing  advertising 
for  clients  on  a  commission  or  fee  basis.  Establishments 
which  write  advertising  copy,  or  do  commercial  art  work, 
but  do  not  place  advertising  with  media,  are  not  included 
in  the  Census  of  Business.  Receipts  include  commissions 
resulting  from  space  and  radio  time  transactions,  and  from 
fees  for  services  rendered,  but  do  not  include  reimburse- 
ments by  clients  for  the  cost  of  space  or  radio  time. 

Outdoor  advertising  services 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  preparation  and 
presentation  of  poster  displays  and  painted  and  electric 
spectacular  displays  (principally  outdoors)  on  panels, bul- 
letins, and  frames.  Such  establishments  may  construct,  re- 
pair, and  maintain  display  boards  and  may  post  advertise- 
ments. Shops  which  make  neon  signs  to  order  are  not  in- 
cluded in  the  Census  of  Business. 


Self-service  laundries 

Establishments  generally  known  as  "laundromats"  or  "laun- 
derettes" primarily  engaged  in  renting  laundry  equipment 
on  their  own  premises  for  the  use  of  the  public.  Estab- 
lishments which  install  and  operate  coin-operated  laun- 


Miscellaneous  advertising  service 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  adver- 
tising services  not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  adver- 
tising research  service, handbill  distribution,  mail  adver- 
tising services,  publisher  and  radio  representation,  the 
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distribution  of  samples,  and  transportation  advertising. 
In  the  1939  Census  of  Business,  such  establishments  were 
included  in  "Other  business  services."  Establishments 
which  are  primarily  engaged  in  writing  advertising  copy  or 
commercial  art  work  are  not  included  in  the  Census  of 
Business. 

Consumer  credit  reporting  agencies,  mercantile  reporting 
agencies,  and  adjustment  and  collection  agencies 

Mercantile  and  consumer  credit  reporting  bureaus  and 
privately  operated  collection  or  adjustment  agencies. 
Credit  reporting  bureaus,  primarily  engaged  in  publishing, 
are  not  in  the  scope  of  the  Census  of  Business, but  are  in- 
cluded in  the  194-7  Census  of  Manufactures.  Insurance  ad- 
justment agencies  are  not  included  in  the  Census  of 
Business. 

Duplicating,  addressing,  mailing, and  mailing  list  services 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  mimeographing,  ad- 
dressographing,  and  mailing  services,  or  in  compiling  and 
selling  mailing  lists. 

Public  stenographic  agencies,  court  reporting 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  court 
reporting  or  public  stenographic  services.  Public  stenog- 
raphers who  maintain  no  separate  places  of  business  but 
are  engaged  as  part-time  employees  of  business  offices  are 
not  included  in  the  Census  of  Business. 

Blueprinting,  photostating  services 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  reproducing  drawings, 
plans,  maps, or  other  copy, by  blueprinting  or  photostating. 

Employment  agencies,  private 

Establishments  (nongovernmental)  primarily  engaged  in 
providing  employment  service,  except  theatrical  employment 
agencies  (which  are  classified  as  amusement  service  in 
"Theaters  and  theatrical  producers0),  and  motion-picture 
casting  bureaus  (which  are  not  included  in  the  Census  of 
Business) . 

News  syndicates 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  news, 
pictures,  features,  etc.,  and  supplying  news  reporting 
services  to  newspapers  and  periodicals.  Both  nonprofit 
syndicates  operated  on  a  membership  basis  and  commercial 
(nonmembership)  news  syndicates  are  included  in  this  clas- 
sidication.  In  the  1939  census,  news  syndicates  were  not 
classified  separately,  but  were  included  in  "Other  busi- 
ness services." 

Disinfecting  and  exterminating  service 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  disinfecting  build- 
ings and  in  exterminating  insects,  rodents,  etc. 


Auctioneers'  establishments  (service  only) 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling  merchandise 
or  real  estate  for  others  at  auction  on  a  fee  or  commis- 
sion basis.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  selling 
their  own  or  consignment  merchandise  at  auction  to  house- 
hold consumers  are  classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Auction 
companies  selling  farm  products  or  merchandise  in  large  lots 
(e.g.,  leaf  tobacco,  floor  coverings,  eggs  and  poultry, 
fruit, vegetables,  etc.)  are  classified  in  Wholesale  Trade. 
Commodity  sales  at  which  goods  are  sold  at  auction  directly 
at  the  farm  or  house  site,  or  in  "Community  barns,"  are 
not  included  in  the  Census  of  Business. 

Coin-operated  machine  rental  and  repair  services 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  renting  and  repair- 
ing coin-operated  machines.  Establishments  primarily  en- 
gaged in  retailing  merchandise  through  coin-operated  vending- 
machines  are  classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Establishments  en- 
gaged in  the  operation  of  other  coin-operated  machines  (such 
as  scales,  pin  ball  machines, juke  boxes,  etc.)  are  classi- 
fied as  personal  service  or  amusements,  depending  upon  the 
type  of  operation  involved. 

Detective  agencies 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing  the  serv- 
ices of  detectives  for  investigative  purposes,  either  for 
individuals  or  businesses.  Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  providing  watching  or  night  protective  services  are  in- 
cluded in  "Other  business  services,  n.e.c." 

Interior  decorating  service 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  advising  clients  on 
the  selection  of  furniture,  draperies,  rugs,  and  other  in- 
terior decorations,  on  a  fee  or  commission  basis.  Estab- 
lishments providing  an  interior  decorating  service,  but  pri- 
marily engaged  in  the  sale  of  merchandise,  are  included  in 
Retail  Trade.  Painting  and  papering  contractors  who  fre- 
quently term  themselves  "Interior  decorators"  are  not  in- 
cluded in  the  Census  of  Business. 

Photo-finishing  laboratories 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  developing  of 
films  and  in  photoprinting  and  enlarging. 

Sign  painting  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  making  signs  to  in- 
dividual order  or  in  office-door  and  window  lettering.  Es- 
tablishments primarily  engaged  in  making  signs  other  than 
on  a  custom  basis  are  not  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business. 

Telephone  answering  service 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  transmitting  tele- 
phone messages  between  patients  and  physicians, clients  and 
attorneys,  etc. 


Window  cleaning  service 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  cleaning  windows  in 
business  houses  and  dwellings. 

Miscellaneous  services  to  dwellings  aid  other  buildings 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  special- 
ized services,  not  elsewhere  classified,  to  dwellings  and 
other  buildings,  such  as  janitorial  service,  floor  waxing, 
and  other  cleaning.  General  repair  contractors  primarily 
engaged  in  building  and  maintenance  work  are  not  included 
in  the  Census  of  Business.  The  cleaning  of  building  ex- 
teriors by  sand  or  steam  blasting  is  also  outside  the  scope 
of  the  Census  of  Business.  In  the  1939  census,  establish- 
ments furnishing  building  cleaning  services  (except  window 
cleaning)  were  not  classified  separately, but  were  included 
in  "Other  business  services." 


Window  display  service 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  decorating  or  "trim- 
ming" shop  windows  with  display  merchandise  and  advertising 
matter. 


Other  business  services,  n.e.c. 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  business 
services,  not  elsewhere  classified.  Some  of  the  more  im- 
portant are  armored  car  service,  bottle  exchanges,  burglar 
alarm  service,  business  research,  construction  equipment 
leasing,  designing  service,  display  service, drafting  serv- 
ice, hotel  management  service,  information  service, inspec- 
tion service,  machinery  rental,  management  service,  market 
research,  packaging  service,  press  clipping  service, print- 
ing brokers,  sales  promotion  service,  water  softener  serv- 
ice, and  writers'  agents  and  representatives.  Data  are  not 
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shown  separately  because  of  the  limited  number  of  establish- 
ments. Commercially  operated  research  agencies  and  testing- 
laboratories  are  included  in  this  classification  but  non- 
profit research  agencies  are  not  included  in  the  Census  of 
Business. 

Automobile  Repair  Services  and  Garages 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  primarily  en- 
gaged in  furnishing  automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental 
services  to  the  general  public.  Similar  facilities,  owned 
and  operated  by  concerns  for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the 
general  public,  are  treated  as  auxiliary  establishments  of 
those  concerns  and  are  not  included  here.  Automobile  re- 
pair departments  maintained  by  establishments  engaged  in 
the  sale  of  automobiles  are  classified  in  Retail  Trade. 
Gasoline  service  stations  are  also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 
The  kinds  of  business  classified  within  this  group  by  the 
194-8  Census  of  Business  are  the  same  as  those  included  in 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  of  Automobile  Repair 
Services  and  Garages,  Major  Group  75. 


General  automobile  repair 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  general  repair 
of  automobiles.  Establishments  which  have  an  active  fran- 
chise for  the  retail  sale  of  new  passenger  cars  are  in- 
cluded in  Retail  Trade,  even  though  their  principal  source 
of  receipts  may  be  from  automobile  repairs. 

Battery  and  ignition  repair  and  service  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  repairing,  recharg- 
ing, and  renting  storage  batteries,  and  in  repairing  auto- 
mobile ignition 


Glass  replacement  and  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  repair  and  re- 
placement of  automobile  glass.  In  the  1939  census,  these 
establishments  were  not  classified  separately,  but  were 
included  in  "Other  automobile  repairs." 

Paint  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  automobile  painting 
and  refinishing.  Paint  shops  of  establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  top  and  body  repair  are  included  in  the  classi- 
fication "Top  and  body  repair  shops." 


in  the  repair  and 


Radiator  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged 
cleaning  of  automobile  radiators. 

Tire  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  repairing  and  re- 
treading automobile  tires  for  individuals.  Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  retreading  or  rebuilding  automobile 
tires  for  the  trade  or  on  a  factory  basis  are  not  included 
in  the  Census  of  Business.  In  the  1939  census,  tire  re- 
treading shops  were  not  included  in  this  classification 
but  were  classified  separately  in  the  group  "Custom  indus- 
tries." 

Top  and  body  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  repair  of  auto- 
mobile tops  and  bodies.  Paint  shops  maintained  by  such 
establishments  are  included-  in  this  classification. 

Brake  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  relining,  repairing, 
and  adjusting  automobile  brakes. 


Other  automobile  repair  shops,  n.e.c. 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  specialized  auto- 
mobile repairs,  not  elsewhere  classified  (such  as  auto- 
mobile radio  repair,  carburetor  repair,  piston  ring  serv- 
ice and  repair,  and  speedometer  repair), for  which  data  are 
not  presented  separately  because  of  their  limited  number. 
In  the  1939  census,  miscellaneous  automobile  services, 
n.e.c,  were  also  included  in  this  classification. 

Automobile  rentals  (without  drivers) 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  renting  passenger 
automobiles  or  trucks  without  drivers.  In  the  1939  census, 
all  automobile  and  truck  rentals,  with  or  without  drivers, 
were  included  in  this  classification. 

Storage  garages 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  operating  struc- 
tures for  the  live  storage  of  automobiles.  Long  time  or 
dead  storage  of  automobiles  is  not  within  the  scope  of  the 
Census  of  Business. 

Parking  lots 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  temporary  open- 
air  parking  of  automobiles,  usually  on  an  hourly  or  daily 
basis. 

Automobile  laundries 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  washing  automobiles. 

Other  automobile  services,  n.e.c. 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing  automo- 
bile services,  not  elsewhere  classified  (such  as  lubri- 
cating service,  simonizing  service,  and  towing  service), 
for  which  data  are  not  presented  separately  because  of 
their  limited  number.  In  the  1939  census,  such  establish- 
ments were  included  in  "Other  automobile  repairs." 

Miscellaneous  Repair  Services 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  primarily  en- 
gaged in  miscellaneous  repair  services,  such  as  blacksmith 
shops,  electrical  repair,  watch,  clock, and  jewelry  repair, 
and  upholstery  and  furniture  repair.  Repair  departments 
of  retail  dealers  or  manufacturers  are  not  included  in  the 
repair  classifications  unless  operated  as  separate  depart- 
ments. It  does  not  include  some  repair  services  of  which 
the  more  important  are  automobile  repair  services,  garment 
and  shoe  repair.  The  kinds  of  business  classified  within 
this  group  by  the  194-8  Census  of  Business  are  the  same  as 
those  included  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
of  Miscellaneous  Repair  Services,  Major  Group  76. 

Blacksmith  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  hand  forging,  horse- 
shoeing, and  other  blacksmith  operations  involving  the  use 
of  an  anvil  and  forge.  Many  of  these  establishments  also 
repair  farm  implements,  automobiles,  and  machinery. 

Radio  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  radio  and  television 
repair. 

Refrigerator  service  and  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  servicing  and  re- 
pairing household  and  commercial  electric  refrigerators. 
Establishments  repairing  gas  refrigerators  are  included  in 
"Other  repair  shops,  n.e.c." 


Wheel,  axle,  and  spring  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  repair  and  align- 
ment of  automobile  wheels,  and  the  repair  and  installa- 
tion of  automobile  springs  and  axles. 


Other  electrical  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  repair  of  elec- 
trical equipment  and  electrical  appliances  (washing  ma- 
chines, vacuum  cleaners,   irons,  etc.),  other  than  radio 
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and  television  sets  and  electrical  refrigerators.  Elec- 
trical contractors,  and  electrical  shops  engaged  primarily 
in  house  wiring,  are  not  included  in  the  Census  of  busi- 
ness. Armature  rewinding  and  the  repair  of  electric  motors 
are  included  in  "Armature  rewinding  shops." 


Upholstery  and  furniture  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furniture  reuphol- 
stery  and  repair.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  sell- 
ing upholstery  materials,  making  slip  covers,  draperies, 
etc.,  or  in  upholstering  frames  to  indivudual  order  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Establishments  making  furni- 
ture and  cabinet  work  on  a  custom  basis  to  individual  order 
are  also  classified  in  Retail  Trade. 

Watch,  clock,  and  jewelry  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  repair  of 
watches,  clocks,  or  jewelry.  Assembling  of  watches  from 
purchased  parts  is  not  included  in  the  Census  of  Business. 

Armature  rewinding  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  rewinding  armatures 
and  repairing  electric  motors. 

Bicycle  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  repair  of 
bicycles. 

Leather  goods  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  repair  of  sad- 
dlery, harness,  pocketbooks,  luggage,  or  other  leather 
goods.  Repair  departments  of  retail  stores  are  included 
in  Retail  Trade. 


Locksmith  and  gunsmith  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  repairing  locks  or 
guns,  and  in  making  lock  parts  or  gun  parts  to  individual 
order.  In  the  1939  census,  this  classification  also  in- 
cluded establishments  primarily  engaged  in  duplicating 
keys;  in  the  194-8  census,  such  establishments  are  clas- 
sified in  "Other  repair  shops,  n.e.c." 

Musical  instrument  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  repair  of  musi- 
cal instruments  and  in  the  tuning  and  adjustment  of 
pianos  and  organs.  In  the  1939  Census  of  Business,  piano 
and  organ  tuning  and  repair  work  was  not  included  in  this 
classification  but  was  shown  separately. 

Lawn  mower  sharpening  and  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  sharpening  and  re- 
pairing lawn  mowers.  In  the  1939  census,  such  establish- 
ments were  included  in  "Other  repair  services." 

Saw,  knife,  and  tool  sharpening  and  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  sharpening  and  re- 
pairing saws,  knives,  and  tools. 

Sewing  machine  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  repair  of  sew- 
ing machines. 

Stove  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  repairing  stoves, 
ranges,  and  heaters  (gas,  coal,  wood,  oil,  and  electric). 
Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  repair  of  furnaces 
and  steam  and  hot  water  heating  plants  are  usually  heating 
and  plumbing  contractors,  and,  as  such,  are  not  included 
in  the  Census  of  Business. 


Taxidermists 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  stuffing,  preserv- 
ing, and  mounting  the  skins  and  heads  of  dead  animals  or 
fish  for  decorative  or  exhibition  purposes. 

Typewriter  repair  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  repair  of  type- 
writers . 

Welding  shops 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  welding  repair  work- 
Welding  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  of  a  product  is 
not  included  in  the  Census  of  Business. 

Other  repair  shops,  not  elsewhere  classified 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  specialized  repair 
services,  not  elsewhere  classified.  The  following  are  a 
few  of  the  repair  services  classified  in  this  industry: 
Air-conditioning  equipment  repair,  aircraft  repair,  boiler 
repair,  business  machine  repair,  camera  repair,  dental 
equipment  repair,  Diesel  engine  repair,  farm  equipment  re- 
pair, fountain  pen  repair,  general  repair, key  duplicating, 
mattress  renovating  and  repair,  mirror  resilvering,  motor- 
cycle repair,  neon  sign  repair,  scale  repair,  and  umbrella 
repair  shops.  Data  are  not  shown  separately  because  of 
the  limited  number  of  these  establishments.  Tinsmith 
shops  and  machine  shops  engaged  in  repair  exclusively  are 
also  included  in  this  industry. 

Amusements 

This  major  group  includes  establishments  primarily  en- 
gaged in  providing  amusement  or  entertainment  on  payment 
of  a  fee  or  admission  charge.  (Athletic  events  conducted 
by  educational  institutions  are  not  included.)  The  kinds 
of  business  classified  within  this  group  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus of  Business  are  the  same  as  those  included  in  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  of  Amusement  and  Rec- 
reation Services,  Major  Group  79,  plus  Motion  Picture  The- 
aters, Group  783,  in  Major  Group  78. 

Motion  picture  theaters,  regular 

Theaters  primarily  engaged  in  the  exhibition  of  motion 
pictures  with  or  without  vaudeville  presentations.  Out- 
door motion  picture  theaters  and  portable  theaters  are  not 
included  in  this  classification,  but  are  classified  sep- 
arately. 

Outdoor  motion  picture  theaters 

Theaters  primarily  engaged  in  the  outdoor  exhibition  of 
motion  pictures, commonly  known  as  "Open-air" or  "Drive-in." 
In  the  1939  census,  such  establishments  were  not  classi- 
fied separately,  but  were  included  in  the  classification 
"Other  amusements." 

Portable  motion  picture  theaters 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  itinerant  ex- 
hibition of  motion  pictures  with  portable  projection  and 
sound  equipment.  In  the  1939  census,  such  establishments 
were  included  in  "Other  amusements." 

Bands,  orchestras,  and  entertainers 

Dance  bands,  orchestras,  and  entertainers  for  private 
dances,  restaurants,  night  clubs, radio  and  television  pro- 
grams, etc.,  operating  on  a  fee  Or  contract  basis.  Sym- 
phony orchestras  are  included  in  "Theaters  and  theatrical 
producers  (except  motion  pictures)." 

Billiard  and  pool  parlors 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  operation  of 
billiard  and  pool  parlors.  In  the  1939  census,  establish- 
ments reporting  as  billiard  and  pool  parlors  but  having 
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merchandise  sales  consisting  largely  of  meals,  tobacco, 
candy,  and  soft  drinks,  in  excess  of  50  percent  of  the 
total  revenue  of  the  establishment,  were  also  classified 
as  billiard  and  pool  parlors;  in  the  194-8  census,  such  es- 
tablishments are  classified  in  Retail  Trade. 


Bowling  alleys 

Establishments  primarily 
bowling  alleys. 


engaged  in  the  operation  of 


Dance  halls,  studios,  and  schools 

Public  dance  halls  or  ballrooms  catering  to  the  general 
public.  Halls  rented  for  private  dances  or  for  occasional 
dances  sponsored  by  fraternal  or  other  organizations  are 
classified  as  real  estate  enterprises  and  are,  therefore, 
excluded.  This  classification  does  not  include  dancing 
schools  for  children  or  professionals,  and  includes  only 
those  dancing  schools  which  also  provide,  for  a  charge, 
facilities  for  dancing  to  persons  not  registered  as  stu- 
dents. (The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  does  not 
make  this  distinction  concerning  dance  studios  and  schools, 
but  includes  all  dance  studios  and  schools,  except  for 
children  and  professionals,  in  this  classification.) 


but  are  included  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification. 
Golf  courses  were  not  included  in  the  1939  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. 

Riding  academies 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  operating  academies 
and  riding  schools. 

Skating  rinks,  roller 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  operating  roller- 
skating  rinks  open  to  the  public. 

Skating  rinks,  ice 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  operating  ice-skat- 
ing rinks  open  to  the  public. 

Swimming  pools 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  operation  of 
swimming  pools.  Municipally  owned  and  operated  swimming 
pools  are  not  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  but  are 
included  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification. 


Race  track  operation — automobile 

Establishments  primarily  engaged'  in  the  promotion  of 
automobile  and  motorcycle  racing. 


Bicycle  rentals 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  renting  bicycles  to 
the  general  public. 


Race  track  operation — dog 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  promotion  of 
dog  racing. 

Race  track  operation — horse 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  promotion  of 
horse  racing.  The  operation  of  racing  stables  is  not  in- 
cluded in  the  Census  of  Business  but  is  included  in  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification. 

Baseball  clubs  (including  promoters) 

Operators  or  promoters  of  professional  and  semiprofes- 
sional  baseball  clubs. 

Football  clubs  (including  promoters) 

Operators  and  promoters  of  professional  or  semiprofes- 
sional  football  clubs.  In  the  1939  census,  such  estab- 
lishments were  not  classified  separately  but  were  included 
in  the  classification  "Other  amusements." 

Stadiums,  athletic  fields,  and  promoters  of  boxing,  wres- 
tling, and  other  athletic  events 

Promoters  of  boxing,  wrestling,  hockey,  basketball,  and 
other  athletic  events,  not  classified  elsewhere.  Stadiums 
and  athletic  fields  are  included  if  the  operators  are  act- 
ually engaged  in  the  promotion  of  athletic  events.  The 
renting  of  stadiums  and  athletic  fields  to  sports  promoters 
and  clubs  is  classified  as  a  real  estate  operation  and  is 
not  included  in  the  Census  of  Business.  In  the  1939  cen- 
sus, sports  promoters  and  sports  and  athletic  fields  were 
classified  separately. 

Bathing  beaches 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  operation  of 
bathing  beaches.  Municipally  owned  and  operated  bathing 
beaches  are  not  included  in  the  Census  of  Business, but  are 
included  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification. 

Golf  courses 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  operation  of 
golf  courses  open  to  the  public,  on  a  fee  basis.  Munici- 
pally owned  and  operated  courses  and  membership  golf  and 
country  clubs  are  not  included  in  the  Census  of  Business, 


Boat  and  canoe  rentals 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  renting  small  boats 
and  canoes.  Establishments  which  rent  craft  with  operators, 
or  furnish  powerboat  rides,  are  not  included  in  the  Census 
of  Business. 


Other  commercial  sports  operators,  n.e.c. 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  operation  of 
sports,  not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  gymnasiums  and 
tennis  courts.  In  the  1939  census,  such  establishments 
were  not  classified  separately,  but  were  included  in  the 
classification  "Other  amusements." 


Theaters  and  theatrical  producers,  except  motion  pictures 

Theaters  primarily  engaged  in  presenting  legitimate  pro- 
ductions; opera  companies,  concert  organizations,  road  com- 
panies, and  stock  companies.  This  industry  also  includes 
services  connected  with  theatrical  production,  such  as 
theatrical  and  radio  employment  agencies,  booking  agencies, 
scenery  and  other  theatrical  equipment  service,  and  ticket 
agencies.  (Booking  agencies  and  ticket  agencies  were  in- 
cluded in  business  services  in  the  1939  Census  of  Busi- 
ness . )  Theaters  which  are  normally  rented  to  theatrical 
producers,  stock  companies,  etc.,  are  classified  as  real 
estate  operations  and  are  not  included  in  the  Census  of 


Amusement  devices 

Amusement  devices  such  as  carrousels,  ferris  wheels, 
games  of  skill  and  chance.  Amusement  devices  located  in 
amusement  parks  or  operated  in  connection  with  fairs,  cir- 
cuses, etc.,  are  included  as  separate  establishments  in 
this  industry  only  if  they  are  operated  on  a  concession 
basis.  When  such  devices  are  under  the  management  of  the 
amusement  park*  they  are  included  in  a  consolidated  report 
covering  the  operation  of  the  entire  enterprise  and  clas- 
sified under  "Amusement  parks." 


Amusement  parks 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  operation  of 
amusement  parks  which  may  or  may  not  make  a  charge  for  ad- 
mission to  the  park.  These  establishments  derive  their 
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receipts  from  admissions  and/or  from  the  operation  of  a 
series  of  amusement  devices  and  retail  refreshment  stands. 
Amusement  devices  located  in  amusement  parks  but  operated 
independently  on  a  concession  basis  are  not  included  in 
this  classification  but  are  classified  in  "Amusement  de- 
vices." Government-operated  enterprises  are  not  included 
in  the  Census  of  Business  but  are  included  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification. 

Shooting  galleries 

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing  the  nec- 
essary facilities  for  rifle  and  pistol  target  shooting. 

Coin-operated  amusement  device  services 


HOTELS 

Commercial  establishments  with  six  or  more  guest  rooms, 
known  to  the  public  as  hotels,  and  primarily  engaged  in 
providing  lodging,  or  lodging  and  meals,  to  the  general 
public.  Hotels  operated  by  membership  organizations  which 
are  open  to  the  general  public,  and  apartment  hotels  which 
provide  accommodations  for  transients,  are  included  in  this 
classification.  Rooming  and  boarding  houses  and  private 
residences  commonly  known  as  "Tourist  homes"  are  not  included 
in  the  Census  of  Business. 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  includes  all  ho- 
tels in  its  definition,  regardless  of  the  number  of  guest 
rooms.  It  also  does  not  differentiate  between  all-resi- 
dental  and  part-residential  apartment  hotels,  but  excludes 
all  apartment  hotels  from  this  classification. 


Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  operating,  servic- 
ing, and  repairing  coin-operated  amusement  devices  either 
in  their  own  or  in  other  places  of  business.  Such  devices 
include  juke  boxes,  pinball  machines,  mechanical  games, 
slot  machines  (where  legally  authorized ),  and  similar  types 
of  amusement  equipment.

Establishments  primarily  engaged  in  Retail  Trade  (such  as 
filling  stations,  restaurants,  and  drinking  places),  al- 
though maintaining  cabins  or  other  accommodations  for  tour- 
ists, are  included  in  Retail  Trade  if  their  sales  of  mer- 
chandise represent  more  than  half  of  their  total  annual 
receipts.
